EDITORIAL COMMENT 


AS WE SEE IT 

CUTBACKS in aircraft production is causing much concern in the nat- 
ion's economy. However, all is not gloom, for now, as so often in the 
past, new industries come along to replace obsolete ones, or manmade 
pump-priming has intervened to keep the body economic going. The new 
stimulant and/or new industry is the vast billion dollar federal road build- 
ing program now getting under way. Much of the money will be spent for 
a 41,000 mile networkof super highways.Moreover, existing and secondary 
highways will also come in for about a billion dollars worth of assistance. 

IT IS UNFORTUNATE that the federal school construction program did 
not pass Congress this session, this would have added additional impetus 
toward fuller employment, The maintaining of the favorable economy has be- 
come increasingly complex.
